Inasmuch as Belgian steel and iron 
manufactures and other allied iron and 
steel products comprised over 12 per * 
cent. of the total pre-war export trad** * 
of Belgium, it is necessary for these 
industries to resum e operations as soon 
as possible. 
Furthermore, as textile and I 
other m anufacturing plants have been I 
stripped of machinery, it will be neres- ' 
sarv for new machines to be installed. I 
and it is desirable that the Belgian steel * 
works should assist as much as possible 
in refitting these plants.

Belgian steel companies were in a very 
b id way, due to the destruction o f most , 
of their property, several mills could 
operate at the time of the Armistice, * 
and others have since been put in or 
der.

education and experim enta­ 
tion. 
Quite naturally, the development 
of the transportation system of the col­ 
ony began with the utilization of the 
Congo River and its tributaries, the 
world s second largest river system, with 
about 10,000 miles of navigable water. I 
In January, 1916, there were 1,163 miles 
of Congo railways in operation. 
Im­ 
portant additions to this mileage have 
since been made.

The vast mineral wealth o f the Consro 
includes 
copper, 
tin, gold, 
diamonds, 
iron, and coal. 
The chief mining in­ 
terests are the copper properties in Ka­ 
tanga, the southeastern section of the 
colony. 
Only a small proportion of the 
total deposits are being worked, but the 
estimated output in 1918 was 40,(X)0 tons. 
The colony’s exports and imports in 
1913 had a value of approximately $25,- 
000,000, and in 1916 the foreigu trade 
exceeded $38,000,000. 
The depletion of man-powef in Bel­ 
gium during the war was not as great 
proportionately a* was expeTAfticed by 
most of the belligerent nations, for the . 
sudden rush of the invasion made it 
impossible to mobilize a large number t 
of tile men of military age.

The proved industrial capacity and de­ 
pendable character of the masses of the 1

It Was at Chlpllly Ridge, and Men 
Had Nothing to Eat for Couple of 
Days—Colonel Wanted to Ba 
Sure They Got It 


New York.—That Col. Joseph B. 
Sanborn, commander of Chicago’s old 
First Illinois National Guard regiment, 
personally carried food to hts men 
through terrific fire*In that engage­ 
ment at CliipHly ridge In August, when 
Chicago’s noted regiment was shot to 
pieces, was the story told by Sergt. C. 
William Keane of Chicago, who re­ 
cently arrived here on board a trans­ 
port from France. 
Keane, who was a student at Notre 
Dame university until Villa cut loose 
in Mexico, has several heroic feats to 
his own credit, hut he attributes hts 
bravery to Colonel Banborn’s Inspir­ 
ing leadership. 
Keane had the Mili­ 
tary cross pinned on his breast by 
King George on the same day that 
General Pershing was made a Knight 
of the Bath. He also wears the Amer­ 
ican D. 8. C. Keane has lost his right 
leg. 
Tolls of 8anhorn’s Bravery. 
His story was told by a buddy ol 
his in the One Hundred and Thirty- 
first infantry, but young Keano In­ 
terrupted with; 
"Say, if you were fighting under a 
man like Colonel Sanborn, our com­ 
mander, you couldn’t help pitching in 
with every drop of blood in your body. 
Do you know what Colonel Sanborn 
did at Chlpllly ridge in August, when 
our outfit was so badly shot up? We 
were up there with nothing to eat or 
drink for a couple of days until Col­ 
onel Sanborn personally brought ra­ 
tions to us on his back under the most 
terrific fire that I ever experienced. 
"He did that because he wanted lo 
! be sure that the food would reach us 
and he figured the best way to make 
i sure was to carry it himself. 
Who i 
j wouldn’t fight like the devil under a 
j commander like that?" 
Keane went to the Mexican border 
with the First and re-enlisted later for 
I overseas service. He was decorated by 
King George for his work at Hamel on 
July 4 when the One Hundred and 
Thirty-first wus brigaded with Aus- 
Banana 
Keane Rescues Wounded. 
Keane bad charge of directing the 
work of stretcher J* rn rem. Party after 
! party of them went into No Man’s 
Lend that day and failed to return. 
Keane went out to find them. 
He 
found them dead, lying across the 
stretchers with the wounded men. They 
had lieen killed in their work of mercy . 
by the Germans. 
At thut moment a 
party of Gormans made a sortie to J 
capture Keane, but it ended In his kill­ 
ing several of them forcing the others 
to surrender and to carry the wounded 
mea and the stretcher bearers they 
had killed buck to the nilled lines. 
He won the American Distinguished 
cross in the Argonne on Oetob* r IU, 
when he stood iii No Man’s Land di­ 
recting the work of rescue till an ex­ 
plosive bullet shuttered bls leg.
